It is the general custom to allow 
highways, as soon as completed, to 
deteriorate by neglect, and the great 
fight being waged in other parts of 
Canada to establish a system which 
can be applicable to all provinces is 
worthy of the strongest commenda- 
tion. 

In speaking of the necessity of 
keeping the roads in good shape, 
not only for motor travelling, but] + Pa penO 
also for the benefit of other classes, THE SENATE'S INQUEST. 
of vehicles, W. J. Kerr, President of 
the Canadian Highway Association, 
says : ; 

“It cannot be regarded as good 
economy to-build roads without mak- 
ing suitable provision to maintain 

‘and to keep them in a proper state 
of repair. Municipalities undertaking 
the construction of good _ roads 
should carefully face this responsi- 
bility. It is not one of an alarming 
character in point of cost, any more 
than is the cost of construction ; for 
it has been found that a system of 
main roads can be built and main- 
tained in any community without 
burdensome taxation. A system of 
continuous maintenance should be 
adopted in cvery county whereby 
roads will be repaired as soon as 
holes or wheel tracks commence, so 
that the more rapfd wear of rutted 
and uneven road surfaces will not 
follow. 

‘‘By placing one man on a section 
of road, with cart, horse, a pick and 
pounder, ‘and a few simple tools, with 
a quantity of broken stone at his 
disposal, roads can be systematically 
maintained for all time in good con- 
dition. Similar results follow from 
keeping a crew of men constantly en- 
gaged under a superintendent, work- 
ing systematically over a_ fixed 
mileage of road, with a steam roller, 
grader, and the necessary road metal 
for resurfacing. Important parts of 


The Toronto Mail and Empire, in

Red Deer Football League 


The postponed annual meeting of 
the above was held in the Fire Hall 
on Friday night, with the President, 
Rev. R. Pearson, in the chair. The 
financial report of the retiring sec- 
retary was read, and although there 
was no deficit for the past season, 
the league is still in debt to the 
extent of $11.48. 

Several amendments were made in 
the constitution of the league, and 
the question of joining the English 
Association was discussed. Mr. Gib- 
son opposed this because it might 
mean breaking away from the 
Amateur Athletic Union of Alberta, 
and said- that he was opposed to 
amateurs playing with = or against 
professionals. R. Brydie spoke in 
favor of joining the English Associa- 
tion, as by becoming affiliated to the 
same entitled the teams to meet any 
English Association team which 
toured Canada. He did not see how 
playing with or against. professionals 
could be detrimental to amateurs 

Mr. Pearson said he was opposed 
to professionalism in any kind of 
sport, and it was advisable that the 
league should side with the Amateur 
Athletic Union. 

Chief Mecres was appointed to rep- 
resent the league at the Provincial 
meeting at Calgary. 

The chief amendments to the con- 
stitution were: ‘‘ That, all players 
must be registered six days previous 
to a game, excepting the first match 
played by their team in the league.” 
A residential clause was added to 
this, stipulating that all players 
must reside within twenty-five miles 
of Red Deer post office. 

“The league to control all gate 
monies, entrance fees, ete., - which 
shall be deposited in the name of the 
league, disbursements being made 
only by cheques signed by the presi- 
dent ‘or vice-president, and the 
secretary-treasurer.””

Still 
there is a most. persistent belief that},

and that-the new’town of Rocky 
Mountain House will seek permanent 
fellowship with the historic site of 
the Hudson -Bay Fort. 

One interesting event to the visit- 
ors was a call on Mr. Thompson, the 
editor of Rocky Mountain House 
Echo, about.a' mile from town. The 
editor’ s father, a fine looking old 
man from Ontario, some seventy-four 
years of age, was plying the axe-on 
a refractory log at the door, and 
weleomed the visitors to his home- 
stead. A large fine field is cleared in 
the forest, and ‘the location is high 
and pleasant. The home is a_ log 
house, with a neat fence enclosing 
about an acre of ground. A fine 
new home is under construction. Mr. 
Thompson, Senior, is selling his po< 
tatoes at $1.75 per bushel, and we 
wish he had a thousand bushels and 
could get the price.- The editor was 
busy in the preparation of the Echo, 
with smudges of printers’ ink on his 
hands and face, which did him honor. 
It is worth an effort to call on 
such a man, who had the courage to 
tote a printers’ outfit over the 
terrible roads, through woods and 
muskegs, until his westward course 
was arrested by the river and a fine 
location on the ridge north of the 
town. We-wish the ho prosperity, 
and we honor. thesman who dares 
such a venture on the outer edges of 
civilization. — 

A political meeting had been an- 
nounced so be held on Friday night 
in the pool room, and was held ac- 
cordingly.

which is the old Edmonton _ trail, 
and already the best road in the 
province, ; 

imr. Michener stated that when he 
had mentioned the fact that large 
appropriations should be made for 
roads, the Premier had stated that 
he did not like to sink money in mud 
holes, but preferred to put it in 
magnificent buildings where he could 
sec it. The Premier is strangely in- 
different to the best interests of the 
common people, for he made a similar

ition mentioned the need of cheap 
moncy loans to the farmer, On 
this occasion the Premier replied, 


“Oh, but that will hurt the banks 
and loan companies.’ These un- 
guarded statements reveal 
micr of Alberta as nothing else 
could possibly do.

The government will refuse to ac: 
cept the pmendment, and it will be 
sent back to the upper chamber, 
when it is believed the senate will 
drop the amendment. 

The senate is still threatening to 
hold up the grain act, and to save 
the measure from being killed entire- 
ly it is rumored tonight that the car 
distribution clause, which has caused 
so much trouble, may be dropped. 
When Senator Davis introduced an 
amendment to strike out the clause 
tonight, Senator fougheed said he 
would bring the question before the 
minister of trade and commerce, and 
vive the government’s answer to- 
morrow. 


OF importance 
to Stockmen 


The Forest Reserve recently creat- 
ed on the east slope of the Rocky 
Mountains from the International 
Boundary north Jo beyond the Atha- 
baska River bears an important re- 
lation to the live stock industry of 
western Alberta. A great number of 
horses and cattle find summer range 
within the boundaries of this Re- 
serve, particularly in that portion 
lying south of tae main line of the 
C.P.R. Up to the present time this 
use of the public range has been en- 
tirely unregulated, and while men 
who are familiar with the situation 
state that over grazing has not yet 
occurred except, perhaps, in limited 
and isolated localities, yet there is a 
steadily growing tendency to increase 
the number of stock using the ranges 
within the Forest Reserve, not only 
on the part of the adjacen» ranch 
holders but more particularly on the 
part of the stockmen living at some 
distance from the mountains and of 
stock owners who purchase cattle 
simply for speculation, ranging them 
for a season on the rich grasses of 
the mountains, feeding over winter 
on the grain hay of the adjacent 
foothills and making a profitable sale 
in the spring. 3 

It is felt, both by the Torestry 
officials who have charge of the ad- 
ministration of -he Forest Reserve, 
and by the lo:al ranch owners that 
some sort of governmental control 
of the grazing of stock within the 
Forest Reserve is desirable. The 
objects of this control are: 

(1) The protection and conserva- 


tion of the grazing resources of the 


Forest Reserve. 

(2) The protection of the _ live 
stock industry and its establishment 
on a permanent basis through proper 
care and improvement of the giaz- 
ing lands. 

(3) The protection of the settler 
and of those whose long use of the 
range entitles them to a preference 
in such use, from unfair competition 
in this use. 

To accomplish this object the De- 
partment has in view the. establish- 
ment of a system of classification of 
range users according to their place 
of residence and the use which they 
have previously made of the range 
and the issuing of permits to such 
users of the range, charging for the 
Same a nominal fee which shall re- 
imburse the government for the. ex- 
pense of administration and assist in 
the protection of he range and its 
further improvement. The details of 
this system of permits have not as 
yet. been worked out and before pro- 
mulgating the grazing regulations in 
their entirety it is the desire of the 
Forestry officials to secure the co- 
operation and advice of the stock- 
owners who have heretofore madc 
use of .the range within the Forest 
Reserve.- It is felt that the advan- 
tages‘of the permit system, under 
reasonable . government. restrictions, 
will be apparent. on due considera- 
tion. The live stock industry in wes- 
tern Alberta is certain to assume 
large proportions and that within a 
very few years. Vast quan ities of 
winter feed are available in the 


-lower. foothills and adjacent prairies. 


The number of stock which may be 
handled at a profit is governed en- 
tirely by the eapacity of the summer 
ranges within the Forest Reserve. 
The carrying capacity of .hese ranzes 
naturally has a Timit. If stocked 
beyond this limit, or if the stock on 
the ranze is improperly handled, the

rango is depleted, the natural forage. 
decreases in quantity and value, 
gradually the grasses and othor for- 
age plants weaken and the less re- 
sistant disappear, the range assumes 
a starved, unhealthy appearance, 
and its carrying capacity shrinks 
alarrningly. Such a range ‘is. said to 
be. over-grazed, and a badly . qver- 
grazed range requires much time and 
very careful treatment before. it can 
again be brought back to a normal 
condition. As stated above, over- 
grazing has not yet occurred within 
the Rocky Mountain Forest Reserve 
except in isolated localities. HExperi- 
ence in the States, under similar 
conditions has shown, however, that 
unregulated use of the public range 
inevitably leads to over-grazing and 
consequent decrease in the carrying 
capacity of the range to the great 
injury: of the interests Cependant on 
this range. This over-grazing does 
not, as a rule, result from the graz- 
ing of stock owned by settlers living 
adjacent to the Reserve who are 
dependent upon the use of tae public 
range for.,their livelihood. As a 
general rule such users are careful 
to restrict the number of their stock 
to such an amount as will secure 
the full use of the range without 
danger of depletion, Vhhzre, how- 
ever, the use of the range is unreg- 
wated and wnder no sort of govern- 
ment supervision such users have 
absolutely no protection in their 
ranges. They are liable at any time 
to find their range occupied by the 
stock of some owner living many 
miles distant from the Reserve or 
even by stock bough: solely for spec- 
ulation and run on the range only 
for a single season with absolutely 
no thought for its preservation. This 
condition has not yet become acute 
in Western Alberta, bu. that it is 
imminent is evident to all who have 
given thought to the tendenciss ,o 
the live stock industry of the Prov- 
ince. 

In establishing the Rocky Moun- 
tains Forest Reserve the Government 
had in view not only the preserva- 
tion of the timber of the mountains 
from the ravages of fire and the con- 
servation of the water, which is so 
vitally necessary to the welfare of 
the irrigation and power interests, 
but also the placing of suitable re- 
strictions on the use of the grazing 
lands within the Reserve so as to 
insure the most complete use of these 
lands compatible with maintaining 
thom in a condition of constant 
productivity. ‘ 

The persons most vitally ,nterested 
in this matter are the ranch owners, 
who have used the mountain ranges 
for years, and the settlers along the 
eastern border of the reserve, who 
are dependent on these ‘ranges for 
summer feed for their stock. The 
Forestry officials at Calgary wish to 
present this matter to the considera- 
tion of such users of the reserve, 
and have recommended that ‘commit- 
tees of stock owners representing the 
Forest Reserve users in each grazing 
district, be recognized by the Depart- 
ment as Advisory Boards, who shall 
be consulted by the Forestry officials 
in regard to the proposed regula- 
tions, and whose advice shall be fol- 
lowed wherever it is apparent that 
it represents the wishes of the ma- 
jority’ of tlie stock owners of the 
region and is not detrimental to in- 
terests of the forest reserve. 

The grazing districts within the 
reserve which should be thus repres- 
ented are as follows ° 

Grazing District No. 1.—From the 
International Boundary line nor.h to 
the Crows Nest Pass. 

Grazing District No. 2.—From the 
Crows Nest Pass north to the divide 
between the Highwood and the Old- 
man Rivers, or approximately to the 
pountary between Townships 14 and 

Grazing District No. 3.—From the 
north boundary of District No. 2 
to the line between Townships -:18 
and 19. 

Grazing District No. 4.—From the 
north boundary of District No. 3 
to the Stony Indian Reserve. 

Grazing District No. 5.—From the 
Stony Indian Reserve to the Clear- 
water River. 

Grazing District No. 6.—From the 
Clearwater Riber to the Saskatche- 
wan River, 

In order that this matter may be 
placed upon a definite basis, the 
stockmen within the above-described 
districts are requested to select 
representatives who shall constitute 
the Advisory Board for that district 
act for 
the entire body of stock own2rs mak- 
ing use of public range within th> 
Forest Reserve of the district. These 
Advisory Boards should consist of 
either three or five members, and 
when selected should notify the Dis- 
trict Inspector of Dominion Forest 
Reserves at Calgary, who will ar- 
range for a conference at. an early 
date. Such notices should he filed 
with the District Inspector not later 
chan-June 1,,1912. Furthermore, the 
District Inspector would be pleased 
to hear from any users of open rangi 
land within the Forest Reserve who 
may have suggestions to make in re 
gard to the proposed regulation:. 
and is desirous of getting in touch 
with as many users of the formst 
reserve grazing lands as_ possible, 
either through correspondence or by 
personal conference.

in my early home town, but a few 
years after coming. west to, Qu 
Appelle station atjinion was organiz- 
ed, and it seemed’ quite the natural 
thing to become a member at once. 
The socicty is so simple and yet so 
comprehensive that it appeals to a 
woman who sces the need of Christ- 
ian temperance work. I am sorry I 
cannot give you a nice little write- 
up, but you see it is, as I said, very 
commonplace. ; 

THE ALCOHOL PROBLEM. 
(By T. D.°Crothers, M.D., in the 
_ ‘Alliance News and Temperance 

Reformer.’) 

The theory so confidently asserted 
in many sections, and believed to pe 
beyond quescion, that alcohol in 
small doses has a tonic action on the 
body, giving it additional strength 
and vigor, has no support in modern 
research ; but, on the contrary, its 
so-called good effvocs are found to be 
due to its narcotic action and sleep 
producing properties. The progress 
of science has made it possible to 
measure and test the power and 
strength which comes from drugs and 
foods on the body, and alcohol, judg- 
ed by this standard and modern in- 
struments of precision, is found to.be 
a narcotic. 

This, for example, a man, temper- 
ate and well, is carefully measured 
from day to day to determine the 
capacity of his senses—sight, hearing, 
taste, smell and touch ; also his mus- 
cular power, fatigue sense, rapidity 
of thought, momory, and capacity of 
endurance.. When these capacities are 
determined from an average of many 
days’ examination, a basis of com- 
parison is formed. Then the man is 
given a half ounce of spirits, usally 
ethylic alcohol in water, for the 
reason that this form of aleohol js 
the purest and most uniform of all 
spirit drinks. One hour after the use 
of the alcohol he is measured for the 
purpose of determining what effect, 
if any, the spirits have had on these 
various functions. It is found that 
they are all depressed and lowered, 
‘he senses are diminished in acute- 
aess and capacity, and this can be 
stated in figures. Thus the eyesight 
is diminished in acuteness to the ox- 
ten’ of so many inches or ‘feet, the 
hearing the same. The muscular out- 
mit is lowered by so many pounds, 
ind the fatigue point is increased, 
-howing diminished capacity for ex- 
artion and endurance. The brain has 
lost its quickness and moves more 
slowly, and this is measurable in 
seconds. The power of comparing 
one thing with another is diminished, 
and the percentage of mistakes in 
memory tests have increased to near- 
ly double, and so on with every 
function of the body. The heart's 
action has been raised, but has fallen 
as far below the normal as_it* was 
foreed above it. 

These facts are all strikingly con- 
firmed in intoXicated persons, but it 
is new to most persons that a small 
dose of spirits has precisely the same 
effect, only differing in degree and un- 
observable.

I have 
had them grow 6 ft. high, but when 
allowed to do so they bend over with 
the rains and the fruit becomes soil 
ed and also makes gathering » diffi- 
cult operation.

Stickle, a prominent farmer in this 
district, is sadly’ disappointed in the 
much boosted American wheat mar- 
ket. Some time ago Mr. Stickle sent 
two cars of wheat to Fort William, 
which were graded No. 5, and he re- 
ceived $1,500: for the two cars. 
Hoping to make more money, he 
shipped two cars of the same wheat 
to Duluth, and was bitterly disap- 
pointed to tind that it graded only 
No. 6 rejected, and his net receipts 
for the two cars was $585. Mr. 
Stickle is satisfied with the Canadian 
market, 


Washington; D.C., March 14.—That 
the venom of the deadly rattlesnake 
is a means by which the great. white 
plague has been eradicated has jus: 
been proven by the report received 
from the Maryland State Board of 
Health, which. pronounces Dr. Jos. 
A. Thompson, of Hyattsville, entire- 
ly free from the bacilli of tubercul- 
osis. 

Dr. Thompson, an Englishman of 
brilliant education, has seen service 
with the British army in India, and 
it was while engaged in that country 
in 1884 that his attention was first 
attracted to the effect of poisons 
furnished by serpents. About twenty 
years ago he came to America and 
has since lived in Hyattsville, in 
which town he has conducted _ his 
experiments. About five years age he 
was in low health and an examina- 
tion of his sputa by the State Board 
of Health resulted in a verdict of 
consumption. 

For more than three years he 
grew worse, and so low was he last 
spring that his physician, Dr. Guy W. 
Latimer, of Hyattsville, gave him 
but a few months to live. 

At that time he decided to try the 
experiment of curing himself by using 
the rattlesnake poison in hypodermic 
in‘ections. The use of the . venom 
was known to him as having been an 
agent in small doses by the mouth 
in some ailments but nothing was 
unders.ood as to action in consump- 
tion. In fact, Dr. Weir, Mitchell, of 
Philadelphia, who is one of the fore- 
most of American exports in such 
matters, stated that it was a most 
anzerous thing to avtempt unless its 
effect had been first proven on anim- 
als. But Dr. Thompson was not 
deterred. 

He obtained the venom from Brazil 
in tablet form, and of this made’ a 
solution. Within a few weeks he was 
wonderfully better. Then by mis- 
judging he gave himself an overdose, 
which resulted in unpleasant. affects. 
which would have proved serious but 
for timely aid. Recovering from his 
mistake, he continued to take the 
venom, and now, after an experiment 
of six months, he has been pronounc- 
ed entizely free -from consumption. 
This is the verdict of Dr. Guy W. 
Latimer and-+the report of the Mary- 
land State Board of Health. 

Dr. Thompson says the American 
method of securing this poison by 
teasing a snake which bites into th2 
side of a glass jar is undesirable, as 
the venom thus obtained is unsteril- 
ized and may be contaminated. In 
Brazil the natives burn some fumes 
at the entrance -to the snake’s den 
and when the reptiles are stunned 
cut off théir heads, place in aleohol, 
dry, when ship to scientists, who 
again sterilize.them, then secure the 
poison sacks which lic at the base of 
the fatal fangs. a
